REPORT OF BOARD. OF (HEALS 


The presence of many cases of a contagious disease in parts 
of the town reminds us of again calling the attention of the public 
to the laws relating to these matters, and which were published in 
the report of this board for the year ending Feb. 15, 1898. We 
earnestly request all to turn to that report and read it carefully. 
For the year ending Feb. 15, 1g00 we have record of one case of 
diphtheria, four cases of typhoid fever, and about thirty cases of 
measles. ‘Chere have been many more cases of measles but they 
were not reported to the Board. Instances of this kind com- 
ing to our observation in the future will be reported to the State 
Board of Health. When you have reason to think any of your 
family or household are effected with a contagious disease report 
it at once to the nearest member of the local Board, or if you call 
a physician see that he reports it. Neglect and secrecy in this. 
matter is an infraction of the law. 

For general information we quote from statistics of the State 
Board of Health the deaths as follows for twelve years prior to 
1899: From diphtheria and croup, 2117; typhoid fever, 1561 ;. 
scarlet fever, 364 ; whooping cough, 351 ; measles, 260 ; mumps, 
seven

‘REPORT. OF THE SCHOOL BG7ii- 


By CHARLES MCALLISTER, BY REQUEST 
OF THE BOARD. 


In compliance with the law, we hereby submit our report 
of the schools of Londonderry, for the year ending February 
15, 1g0o. 

There have been no radical changes in the management 
of the schools during the past year. We feel justified, how- 
ever, in affirming that improvement in all departments of 
school work has been made. ‘This is encouraging, and in the 
future we hope to see our schools carried to a still eh. 
standard of excellence. 

_ Ten schools have been maintained during the year, each 
of twenty-nine weeks. This is an increase of three weeks 
over the previous year, and speaks well for the wisdom and 
generosity of the town in appropriating one thousand dollars, 
(¢1000,) in excess of the amount required by law. 


TEACHERS: 

Seven of the ten teachers have taught in town for several 
years, and their faithfulness and success are too well known 
to need any words of special mention. 

The three new teachers were Harriet J. Nevins, of this 


town, Louise M. Blaisdell, of Lowell, Mass., and Esther G. 
Payne, of Derry. Miss Nevins took the honors of her class 


re) 
at Pinkerton Academy, and began her teaching well fitted to 
train pupils in the higher as well as the lower branches of 
study. Miss Nevins taught during the spring term in No. 
4 and the fall and winter terms in No. 2. She did good, faith- 
ful -work, and won the love and esteem of her pupils to a 
marked degree. 

Miss Blaisdell taught the fall and winter terms in No. 4. 
She had attended the Normal School at Lowell, Mass. The 
training received there, she used to good advantage and her 
work has proved that she possesses the elements necessary 
for a successful teacher. 

Miss Payne taught the spring terms in No. 5 and the fall 
and winter terms in No. ro. In both schools her teaching 
was satisfactory, and doubtless this year’s experience will en- 
able her to continue with renewed confidence. 

ATTENDANCE. 

Parents who do not insist upon regularity of attendance 
of their children are unmindful of their duties. Irregular 
attendance is an evil which prevails to some extent in nearly 
all our schools, and greatly impairs their usefulness. It is 
not too much to affirm that no pupil can make any sub- 
stantial progress who is frequently absent. This evil also 
interferes with plans of the teacher, takes from other pupils 
that which rightfully belongs to them, and exerts, in many 
ways, a damaging influence in the school. 


DISCIPLINE. 


The good disciplinarian, other things being equal, will 
achieve the best results. Teachers should insist that pupils 
conform to the rules of the school, and any cases of insubor- 
dination ought, without delay, to be reported to the School. 
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Board. ‘They should also insist upon the entire absence, in 
the schoolroom and on the school premises, of irreverence, 
vulgarity, and all forms of evil. It is essential to develop the 
moral nature of the pupils in connection with the intellectual. 
‘To obtain the best results in this respect, the hearty co-opera- 
tion of the parents is needed. 


SUGGESTIONS TO TEACHERS: 


We think that more time should be given to mental 
arithmetic. We would suggest an oral drill, suited to the dif- 
ferent classes, daily, until the fundamental operations of arith- 
metic are intelligently performed with rapidity and accuracy. 
But care should be used, in so doing, not to overtax the mem_ 
ory or reasoning powers of the pupils. 


Look over carefully your more advanced classes, and 
endeavor to arouse some ambition for a higher education, 
of which the district school is the foundation. At present 
there are but few pupils from our town attending any high 
school or academy. We believe that teachers by procuring 
catalogues, obtaining information about entrance examina- 
tions, by giving pupils a clear idea of the different courses to 
be pursued, could, in many cases, induce a good number of 
pupils to desire a higher education, and by so doing start 
them on the way to broader and more useful lives. 

‘The care of school buildings is a subject too often over- 
looked by both teachers and pupils. It is your duty as teach- 
ers, to see that the property of the district while under your 
care, 1s not needlessly or wantonly destroyed. Inform your 
pupils from time to-time what the town is doing for them and 
what is expected of them in return.

TEXT BOOKS. 


At the beginning of the year the vertical system of writ- 
ing was introduced in all the schools. » Some change for the 
better is already manifest in the handwriting of the pupils, 
and in the future we expect to see a marked improvement in 
penmanship. 


Werner’s series of school geographies were also intro- 
duced supplanting Warren’s, which had been in use many 
years. We believe this change has been productive of good 
results. 


Supplementary reading has been provided in some 
schools. ‘This reading has consisted of selections from 
standard authors and books of a historical nature. 


piel) BULL DINGS. 


We wish to call the attention of the citizens of the town 
to the importance of good school buildings, for without these 
any efforts to make the schools themselves better, would be 
comparatively unavailing. 


A pleasant and well equipped school-room is a_ strong 
incentive to both teacher and pupils, to do better work ; and 
we think that much of the roughness of manner now prevail- 
ing among the pupils would be eliminated thereby from the 
schools. 


Repairs have been made in the most urgent cases, during 
the past year; but much remains to be done, especially in the 
interior of the school buildings. 


We would suggest that means be provided with which to 
make these necessary improvements. 
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By vote of the town at the last annual school district 
meeting, the School Board was instructed not to employ jan- 
itors. But it was found necessary in several instances to ig- 
nore that vote. The reason for our action, we think, must be 
apparent to all.
